Important Action 

Taken by Council 

on Streets 

Borough Can Pay Otily 
Part of Pavi/ig Cost 

Action of considerable . signifi- 
cance in the street-paving problem 
of the borough was taken .Monday 
night by Borough Council. A reso- 
lution was passed clearly defining 
Council's planned course with re- 
gard to the $75.(X)0 bond issue, it 
it is passed next month. 

The resolution was prepared and 
presented bv President llall, who 
relinquished his chair to .Mr. l.eitch 
in order to present the motion. It 
was designed to clear up mi-under- 
standings which Council believed 
had arisen concerning its policy :n 
the distribution ot tin 
if authorized. 

The entire motion 
the next column, 
clearly that Counei' 
the cost of the new 
adjacent property owners, but will 
not pav the entire cost. 

In fact, as shown by die Borough 
Code, it appears thai regardless u l 
rmv desire on its part, it would be 
be\ 'ond the provisions of law tor 
Council to do other than share. Sev- 
eral options are provided in the 
parts of the Borough Code re I erred 
to in the resolution. For the infor- 
mation of those interested, Our 
Town is printing parts of the bor- 
ough law dealing with this sharing 
of expense. 

Reprint of the Law. 

it will be noted that the work can 
be done either with or without peti- 
tion, but it is understood to be the 
policy of Council to proceed in the 
former manner— by petition. The 
excerpts are : 

"Street improvement — Section 9. 
Boroughs, without petition, or upon 
petition verified by affidavit of at 
least one of the petitioners, may 
grade, curb, gutter, pave, macadam- 
ize or otherwise improve streets, 
lanes and alleys or parts thereof, 
and collect from the owners of real 
estate abutting on the improvement 
by an equal assessment on the front- 
foot, the whole cost, or part thereof, 
including the expenses for the neces- 
sary drainage thereof, as follows, 
that is to say : 

"1. If the petition be for grading, 
curbing, paving or macadamizing, 
and is signed by petitioners repre- 
senting two-thirds in the number of 
feet of properties abutting on the 
proposed improvement, and the real 
estate on both side of the street is 
assessable, then two-thirds of the 
cost may be collected. 

"2. If the petition be for grading, 
curbing, paving or macadamizing, 
and is signed by petitioners repre- 
senting two-thirds in the number of 
feet of property abutting on the 
proposed improvement, and the real 
estate on one side only of the street 
is assessable, then one-half of the 
cost may be collected. 

"3. If the petition be for grading, 
curbing, paving or macadamizing, 
and is signed by petitioners repre- 
senting three-fifths in the number of 
feet of property abutting on the pro- 
posed improvement, then the whole 
cost may be collected. The whole 
cost of such improvement shall not 
be assessed unless the petition shall 
contain a statement to the effect that 
the whole cost may be collected. 

"5. If any street is graded, 
curbed, paved or macadamized, 
without a petition, as provided in 
this section, then two-thirds of the 
cost may be collected." 

The Significance. 
From the action of Council, and 
the wording of the law, it appears 
that the bond issue, if passed, will 
be used more for financing the oper- 
ations than for paying the cost. It 
was formerly necessary for the in- 
terested property owners to raise the 
money at once to pay the contractor. 
If the bond issue is passed, then the 
borough has a fund to finance any 
of these petitions, in addition to 
bearing a part of the cost. Coun- 
cil has not committed itself as to 
what proportion of the cost of the 
new streets the borough will bear, 
and the law does not definitely state 
that proportion. 

Option No. 2 above, it will be 
seen, takes care of a situation such 
'as: 'Sabine' avenue "•'"•from Esse»r~to 
Narberth, where only brie side of the 
street is assessable, the other being 
public property.

Wheiens: The Council of the

It was brought out at the meeting, 
that die law is strict on the subject, i 
In Northampton county a Council 
ignored the law, and caused the bor- 
ough to bear the entire cost. As a 
result the entire cost was charged 
against the individual members of 

Council. 

Other Business. 

Council passed a resolution au- 
thorizing the Burgess to appoint a 
Board* of Adjustment to admin- 
ister the Zoning Ordinance. This 
was done at the present time at 
the request of Mr. A. IT. Mueller, 
who believes that he was unfairly 
treated in the creation of the dis- 
tricts. 

The borough purchased a truck 
to haul ashes to the West Mana- 
yunk dump at a cost of $lii. r ><). The 
truck is already in operation. 

Six building permits were issued 
during the past month by Com- 
missioner Suplee.

Mrs. 11. S. Prentiss Nichols, who 
calls herself the godmother of the 
club, and who is one of its first 
friends and speakers, recalled her 
earliest visit and complimented the 
club on its growth and work. As 
Mrs. Nichols frequently does, she 
took the title of her talk from the 
scriptures — "There is that scatter- 
ed!, yet increascth."

Quoting her father, 
she said. "One penny kept by itself 
would become dull or tarnished, but 
kept among others the constant rub- 
bing together will keep them 
bright.'' "The outstanding good 
feature of the State Federation," 
said Mrs. Nichols, "is its distribu- 
tion of literature to its 330 clubs, 
giving them information and ideas 
to build upon ; thus furnishing the 
small or undeveloped group the 
same opportunity for growth as the 
larger, stronger clubs." 

Mrs. Nichols urged all the women 
to join the Red Cross and closed her 
talk with a ringing appeal to voters 
to make Pennsylvania rank among 
the first States instead of allowing 
it to be 36th on the list in its per- 
centage of voters. 

Mrs. Charles Long, the Slate 
Federation Chairman of Education, 
gave a resume of the work and aim 
of her department. She said that 
an educational council of 16 Penn- 
sylvania cities had met to study the 
problems of school life and had de- 
cided propaganda be spread to 
"Know Your School," and "Beauti- 
fy Your School." She asked that 
parents would try to get into social 
touch with the teachers of their own 
children. In so doing the town at 
large would have a knowledge of 
and interest in the whole teaching 
force. 

She said that the need for beauty 
and the appreciation of art and 
music in the outlying, poorer school 
districts is very great and that there 
is need of more help in the instruc- 
tion of the blind. 

Before the close of the meeting 
Mrs. Fox, president of the Board 
of Directors, asked those who could 
help with the general adjusting and 
cleaning of the library and club 
rooms to report there next Wednes- 
day "morning or kindly let her know 
when they could help the House 
Committee. The more there are to 
help the less each one need do.

THE PAVING RESOLUTION 

Council has done a wise thin 
in stating its policy re^ardinsj the 
street-paving loan prior to elec- 
tion. MtK-h misunderstanding has 
existed, which the resolution will 
clarify. 

The new complexion on the 
situation ha- two angles for the 
residents on unpaved streets. It 
will he disappointing to some to 
realize that a goodly part of the 
cost must come from the prop-, 
crty. I'.ut this fact should he off- 
set hv the knowledge that the loan 
has an infinitely greater chance 
to he passed under the new con- 
ditions. 

Much opposition existed in the 
borough against the loan. The ar- 
guments came partly from those 
who had paid the full cost of 
their streets, and others who felt 
that they had done so in the pur- 
chase of' their properties. 

Rut no one has even intimated 
that the great majority of those 
now residing on unpaved streets 
have received a square deal. It 
has been a source of annoyance to 
realize that they were shouldered 
aside in the good old days when 
the borough paved its streets from 
the treasury. 

Kvery fair-minded resident real- 
izes that the condition must he 
ameliorated, and the knowledge 
that the cost will be shared seems 
to wipe out every existing argu- 
ment against the loan. 

The street-paving loan should 
be passed without a dissenting 
vote— leaving it to Council to ar- 
rive at a fair method of aiding 
the sufferers from poor paving.

The Narberth Street Improve- 
ment Association wishes to pre- 
sent publicly the following ques- 
tions and answers which are now 
being discussed privately in ref- 
erence to the street improvement 
bond issue to be voted on at the 
November election:
